EXPLANATION33

This bill makes and limits appropriations for FY 2013-201434

from the road use tax fund and the primary road fund to the35
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department of transportation.1

Appropriations from the road use tax fund include2

appropriations for driver’s license production costs,3

operations, planning, motor vehicles, performance and4

technology, utility services provided by the department5

of administrative services, unemployment and workers’6

compensation, indirect cost recoveries, audits, county issuance7

of driver’s licenses and vehicle registration and titling, a8

system providing toll-free telephone road and weather reports,9

participation in the Mississippi river parkway commission,10

motor vehicle division field facility maintenance projects, and11

scale replacement projects.12

Appropriations from the primary road fund include13

appropriations for operations, planning, highways, motor14

vehicles, performance and technology, utility services provided15

by the department of administrative services, unemployment16

and workers’ compensation, hazardous waste disposal, indirect17

cost recoveries, audits, production of transportation maps,18

inventory and equipment replacement, utility projects,19

roofing projects, heating and cooling improvements, deferred20

maintenance at field facilities, wastewater treatment21

improvements, and replacement of the Mason City combined22

facility.23
